It is 
the birthright of every child to be born 
right, and itis the duty of all parents to 
bring them forth under couditions which 
will preclude all abnormal propensities 
and all necessity for reform. Here is the 
field open to religion and science. Who is 
ready and willing to enter it and work for 
the redemption of the race? Let as many 
centuries be spent in teaching obedience 
to the laws of our being as havebeen spent 
in preaching a worse than useless theology, 
and we shall need no criminal courts or 
penitentiaries or insane asylums or prohi- 
bition.

What is Love,

Love is the coalition of positive and 
negative principles having a basic cen- 
tre on which to operate or vibrate, as it 
were, aud which, when acting for a 
positive effect, constitutes happiness. 
But, on the contrary, when acting for 
a negative eflect, it leads to sentimen- 
tality, grief, sorrow and melancholy. 

Love, in conjunction with sensual- 
ism, produces sentimentality instead of 
happiness. In conjunction with world- 
lyism, grief; with vanity or conceit, 
sorrow; aud with selfishness, melan- 

. choly. 

Not that sexual love is sinful, evil or 
wrong, but the abuse is detrimental to 
health and ends in lust or a passion for 
this effect. Passion is that which is 
taken up by the spirit-body as a super- 
sensucusness impossible for the physi- 
cal body to enjoy, or that which is in- 
fused into the spirit-body as matter, su 
perinduced by ove riudulgence—wheth- 
erin the form of lust, drink, nibbling, 
the use of narcotics, opiates, ete. As 
such, it reacts for a similar effect, and 
if not indulged, or opportunities are 
lacking, it produces melancholy, gloom, 
despair or discontent—the latter, when 
the passion is based on sensualism, and 
despair when sensualism and selfish- 
ness combined, Gloom is caused by 
the passion being based on worldlyism 
or the love of pleasure, and melan- 
choly when based on love alone. But 
when indulged under these conditions 
without consideration, they lead to ab- 
ject misery. The passion, in its passive 
state, is almost too much for some to 
bear, and, when indulged, its activity 
is increased, and with it the above 
named depressing reactionary effects or 
feelings. 

Now, love does not simply constitute 
a harmonious vibration between the 
sexes, but has much higher, purer and 
nobler forms than this—sexual love be- 
ing but the primitive step to the spirit- 
ual, and as we advance in the latter, 
we forget or lay aside the former as 
something unspiritual. Parental love 
is higher than the sexual, and a step in 
advance. Friendship is purer, and 
should adorn the wedded couples when 
the fires of youth are on the wane 
and other cares are pressing. Brother's 
love is the noblest and should be the 
same of all bumanity. A happiness 
which this produces is the bubbling up 
of joy at the centre of one’s being, and 
felt in spasmodic impulses of delight, 
when coming in accord with those who 
possess the same form of love.

But, on the other hand, when exer- 
cised in conjunction with purity it cre- 
ates a cheerfulness within—a singing 
sensation in the soul, as if in support 
with music or condition of harmony 
unseen and unheard by the exterior 
being. When exercised in conjunction 
with reason it produces peace aud calms 
the soul, and makes the possessor feel 
like enjoying it in solitude and away 
from all disturbances of mortal or ma- 
terial nature. And when exercised in 
conjunction with humanity or benevo- 
lence, charity, sympatby, generosity, 
etc., it produces that unalloyed ap

Should no 
results be obtained ou the first occasion, try again 
with othor sitters, One or more | arsons posseneing 
medial powers Without knowing it are to be found 
in neatly every household, 

1. Let the room be of comfortable temperature, 
but cool rather than warmw—let the arrangement 
be made that nobody ehall enter ft, and that there 
shall be no interruption for one hour auring the sit- 
ting of the circle. 

2. Let the circle consist of four, five or aix indi- 
viduals, about the same number of each sex. Sit 
round an oneovered wooden table, with all the 
palms Of the hands npon the top surface, Whether 
the hands touch each other or vot is usually of no 
importance, Any table will do, Just large enough 
to conveniently accomodate the sitters, The removal 
of a hand from the table for a few seconde doos 
ro harm, but when one of the sitters breaks the 
circle by leaving the tablo, it sometimes, but not 
always, breaks the manifestations 

3, Before the sitting begins, place some pointed 
lead-pencils and some sheets of clean writing paper 
on the table, to write down any communications 
that may be obtained. 

4. Peoplo who do not like each other should not 
sit in the same circle, € r such a want of harmony 
tends to prevent manifestations except with well 
developed physical mediums; it is not yet known 
why. Belief or unbelief has no influence on the 
manifeetations, but an acrid feeling against them 
basa Weakening influcnce, 

D. Belore the manifestations begin it is well to 
engage in general conversativa or in singing, and 
it is best that neither should be of a frivolous char- 
acter, A prayerful, earvest feeling among the 
members of the ch o'e gives the higher spirits more 
power to come tothec rele, and makes it more difi- 
cult for the lower spirits to come near, 

6. The first symptom of the invisible power at 
work fsoften a feeling like a cool wind sweeping 
over the hands, The first manifestations will pro- 
bably be table tiltings or raps. 

7. When motions of the table or sounds are pro- 
duced freely, to avoid confusion, let only one person 
Speak, anil talk to the table as to an intelligent be- 
ing. Let him tell the table that three tilts or raps 
u ap men one meaus No,“ and two menus 
Wbt.“ aud ask if he arrangement is under- 
stood. Ifthree signals Le given in answer, Neu 
say, “If I speak the letters of the alphabet slowly, 
will you signal every tims F come to the letter you 
want, and spell us out a message?’’ Should three 
sigwale be given, set to work on the plan proposed 
and, from this time, an intelligent system of com- 
munication is established. 

S. Afterwards the question should be put, Are 
we sitting in the right order to get the best manifes- 
tations?’ Probably some members of the circle 
will then be told to change seats with each other, 
and the signals will be afterwards strengthened, 
Next ask, Who is the medium?” When spirits 
come, asserting themselves to be related or known 
to anybody present, we'l-chosen questions should 
be put, to lest the accuracy of the statements, an 
spirits out of the body have all the virtues and all 
the failiugs of spirits in the body. 

J., A powerful physical medium is usually a per- 
son of an impulsive, affectionate and genial nature, 
and very sensitive to mesmeric influences, The ma- 
jority of media are ladies, 

The Lest manifestations are obtained when the 
medium and all the members of the circle are har- 
moniously bound together, and are thoroughly 
comfortable and happy; the manuifistations are born 
of the spirit, and shrink somewhat from the lower 
mental influences of earth, Family circles with no 
strangers present are usually the best, 

Possibly at the first sitting ofacircle symtoms of 
other formes of mediumehip than tilts or raps may 
make their appearance.
